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Diocese expands marriage preparation

SAN DIEGO — Christian marriage is 
not just for two people, but for the 


entire community. Thus a couple 


needs to have the confirmation of 
- their call to that Christian vocation 

and also to have essential preparation 
. for their life together. 


These were some of the thoughts 
expressed by the two priests who run 
the diocesan Family Life Office in a 
Southern Cross interview regarding a 
new marriage preparation program to 
be implemented in the diocese which 
will make greater use of couple to 
couple ministry. 


FATHER FRANK PENKO, director, 
and Father Daniel Polizzi, associate 
director, explained that the current 
diocesan guidelines include a three- 
month wait for couples before the 
wedding so they can attend formation 
programs and that no weddings will 
be performed outside a church 
building; temple or chapel. 


The formation programs have 
included a one-session (four-five 
hour) Pre-Gana conference in which 
engaged couples heard talks on 
communications, religious dimen- 
sions cf marriage, ‘natural family 
planning, and entered discussion led

‘Priests need relationships’ 

Priests should. develop intimate 
human relationships, with fellow 
priests and lay persons, said a priest- 
psycho-therapist and a black lay 
woman at a priests’ retreat. 
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by a married couple. 

Or, the couple could make an 
Engaged. Encounter weekend, 
sponsored and conducted by 
Woridwide Marriage Encounter. Also, 
the. couple had to -have three 


counseling sessions with the priest or 


deacon who was to officiate at the 
wedding. 

THE MAJOR CHANGE is that after 
July 12 the Pre-Cana conference will 
include “Evenings for the Engaged” in 
which engaged couples. meet in the 
home of a trained team married 
couple for a two-hour session each 
week for six weeks. Eighty married 
couples have been trained for this 
ministry. ¥ 

The team couples will share their 
personal experiences of married life 
and lead the engaged couples in 
discussion of exercises they are to 
complete between sessions. 


Also, the engaged couples fill.out a 
“Pre-Marital Inventory” (PMI) card 
which records a couple’s compatibili- 
ty on various areas of married life. 


AFTER A COUPLE completes the 
program, the ‘priest or deacon will 
then meet with the couple as muchas 
he deems necessary to discuss the 
results and lead the couple in facing 


through one of the booklets to be 
used in the new “Evenings for the 
Engaged,” a marriage preparation 
Program to be used in the diocese 
after July 12. 


Punishment investigated

Said the guidelines are not designed 
to be harsh treatment or a hindrance 
to’a couple in love who want to marry. 


Father Penko stressed that 
marriage is risky. “The divorce rate is 
50 percent and Catholics don’t havea 
different rate— they come under that 
same statistic. 


“You only. have one‘chance out of 
two of making it. So | think any 
preparation a couple gets for a risky 
situation is well worth the investment 
of time.” 


AND FATHER POLIZZ# said 
everyone is called to be married. 


“The program is designed to 
convince the couple that they make 
the decision and if they Ssuspectinthe ~ 
preparation process that something is 
wrong, they should’ put off the 
marriage. It’s not meant for an 
authoritative figure to do that.”

intention to clarify the church's and 
Our’ parishes’ seriousness about 
Christian marriage.” 


Father Penko explained that “a 
married couple’s love for each other is 
a reflection of the love God has for all 
people. Marriage is not just for two 
people. As a sacrament its effects are 
experienced by a much _ broader 
community.” 


“ITS A SOCIAL sacrament, much 
like the priesthood,” said Father 
Polizzi. In fact, he added, “It’s the 
same vocation from two different 
points of view. We're all proclaimed to 
show God's love.” ; 


Father Polizzi added that vocations 
in the church such as sacred orders 
and religious vows are prefaced by so 
many years of preparation.“! don't 
believe we are expecting too much 
when we talk about a three-month 
period for preparation for matrimony,”

LATIN BISHOPS TO MEET—More than 100 Latin 
American bishops are expected to gather in Brazil during 
the pope's visit to the South American country, Vatican 
Radio ‘reported. The bishops will gather for an 
extraordinary session of the Latin American Bishops’ 
nie (CELAM) and are expected to meet with the 
pontiff. : 


FEASTDAY OBSERVED—The pope celebrated an 
outdoor Mass and a procession of the Blessed Sacrament 
in St. Peter's Square to mark the feast of Corpus Christi 
June 8.

As a Mass for Rome, it had an unusual aspect for papal 
Masses in or in front of St. Peter's. The whole Mass was in 
Italian.

Redouble your efforts to reconcile peoples, to defeat 
hunger in developing countries, to affirm the rights of man 
throughout the world.”

Priests need relationships, 
retreat directors assert

SAN. DIEGO—Priests need to develop 
“intimate human relationships” and a life 
_ balanced with leisure, prayer and hard 
~ work, according to a priest and a black lay 
woman ‘who conducted a five-day retreat 
for clergy of the diocese last week. 


Father (Dr.) Thomas Kane, a psycho- 
therapist, and Audrey Campbell-Wray of 
the House of Affirmation International 
Therapeutic Center for Clergy and 
Religious, talked with Southern Cross 
following the retreat (June 2-6) attended 
_ by about 125 priests at the University of 
San Diego. 


Campbell-Wray, who gave her first 
diocesan-wide priests’ retreat here, said 
she spoke to them on “deepening their 
prayer life, so that the service they give 
comes out of the center of their being, and 
keeping that center in tune with God. 


“WE FOCUSED ON some issues 
involving relationships and dealing with 
loneliness ‘and caring for one another, 
ministering to one another.” 


Father Kane added, “And Also. not 
seeing the priest as himself in a vacuum.” 
In light of the statement on priests from 
the U.S. bishops, the priest “gains full 
maturity when he is developing relation- 
ships with women as well as developing 
relationships with his brother priests and 
lay people in general.” 

At the House of Affirmation, he said, 
“the principle is basically the scriptural 
affirmation that we are good people. 


Affirmation is the call of the Christian ~ 


community to strengthen and to make one 
another strong in all dimensions and thus 
make society strong.” 


When asked what goals they were trying 

~ to achieve during the retreat, Father Kane 
responded, “Trying to achieve the fact that 

~ we could achieve nothing, that we were 
powerless. 


“PART OF OUR attempt as retreat 
directors and the church itself is to get 
itself (church) out of the position of power 
and let Jesus be the One who i isin power,’ 
he said. ~ 


Father Kane, a priest of ihe Worchester, 
Mass., diocese, is the founder. ant 
executive ~ ~director of the House of 
Affirmation, which has centers in England, 
Massachusetts, Missouri and California. 


Campbell-Wray is director of ancillary 
therapies at the Montara, Calif., center, 
where she does individual psycho- 
therapy, spiritual direction and art 
therapy. 


THE TWO DIRECTORS who work with 
priests and religious at the centers 
‘applauded the priests’ spiritual renewal 
program in this diocese. 


. They particularly mentioned the 
support group structure. The program 
here also stresses leisure times and 
recreation for the priests.

.Campbell-Wray views these times 
“absolutely as essential because priests 
have a history of ‘workaholism’ and forget 
to be people sometimes.” 


SHE SAID SOME priests have to be 
taught how to play. “Taking time away to 
laugh, play and enjoy being»a person 
makes priests better ministers,” she 
stressed. 

“The expectation that you have 24- 
hour availability is rather disastrous,” said 
Campbell-Wray. “It puts too much 
pressure on the priest.” 

The retreat’ concluded last Friday 
morning with a Mass concelebrated by 
Bishop Leo T. Maher and Auxiliary Bishop 
Gilbert E. Chavez in USD’s Founders 
Chapel. Sounds of the Son from St. Pius X 
parish, Chula Vista, provided the music. 


ACCORDING TO several priests, the 
liturgies were highlights of the retreat. 
Bishop Maher even touched on this in 
brief remarks at.the end. of the closing 
Mass.

Ecumenical program assists 
undocumented immigrants 


NATIONAL CITY — Since the Centro de 
Asuntos Migratorios was established in 
1978 to aid undocumented immigrants, 
about 70. Mexican citizens whose status 
could be regularized have immigrated to 
the United States through the CAM 
program. 


“The figure is deceiving because it looks 
like we have not done much but this 
program has provided a base from which 
to deal with the issue (of undocumented 
immigrants),” said Augustinian Father 
Francis Riley, director of the ecumenical- 


ee sponsored program. 


IT PROVIDES immigration éounselitg 


and assistance to low-income persons, 


particularly undocumented workers in 
this area. ; 


“The immigration services are geared 
towards the unification of families,” said 


‘Father Riley. Currently there are 190 


active cases being handled by CAM. 
However, immigration law policy changes 
in 1977 resulted in severe restrictions on 
entry into this country. 


Father Riley explained that a Mexican 
citizen who applies for immigration to the

State drops sex education plan 


Plans to use a controversial sex 
education manual in five public school 
districts next year has been dropped by 
the state Department of Educatidn 
following strong opposition from state 
legislators and from citizens throughout 
California. 


The guidebook, “Education for Human — 
_ Sexuality,” 


was. strongly opposed by 
parents’ and citizens’ groups that 
criticized the book for suggesting that 
teachers discuss: sex and birth control 
with students beginning in kindergarten. 


In San Diego, a group of Catholic and 
Protestant parents sought to ban the 
manual and related teacher workshops, 
including two in San Diego. 


Also, Bishop Leo T. Maher of San Diego 
and a few other California bishops issued 
pastoral letters in April urging Catholics to 
make their concerns known to local school 
boards, state superintendent of schools 
and state legislators. 


The state department reportedly 
received some 4,000 letters protesting the 
guidebook. 
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The pilot plan to use a controversial sex 
education guideline book in five California 
school districts next year ran into a stone 
wall of state legislators and was 
subsequently cancelled by the State 
Department of Education. 


The cancellation is the direct result afte 
public’s outrage. It is alsoa perfect example 


of the power of the pen. Assistant Schools. 
Superintendent William May said, “The. 


Department of Education received more 
than 4,000 letters about the guidebook — 
the vast majority in opposition.” 


When people are upset or happy with a 
particular action of any sort they should 
write. The number of responses directly 
affects the actions of politicians, TV station 
‘Managers, sponsors, and as in this case, 
school officials.

It's an affectation, | said. On the 
contrary, he answered, “it is perfectly 
natural for a man of my age.”

~ “NOW, ADMIT IT, you are worried what 
your friends will say.” That was true but 
another poor reason.

To err is human, to forgive 
divine. We've all heard that before. And 
numerous texts throughout the Bible 
could be adduced as evidence for both 
parts of the statement.

IN THE FIRST READING the prophet 
Nathan is pictured as pointing a stern 
accusing finger at David and saying, “You 
are the man!” What he is referring to is 
intelligible only in the larger context. 
Nathan had just presented a judicial case 
to the king. A wealthy man, wishing to

Were popes lying? 


Sunday Readings 
Scripture teaches that to love is to be forgiven 


Three days were apparently all that was 
required to establish the difference 
between concession and coercion. The 
fourth day he emerged clean-shaven. 
Beneath all the bravado and posturing, it 
was a simple act of obedience—of 
obedience in love to unreasonable 
demand. At least, it seemed unreasonable 
to him. 


And | cherished that. Not because | had 
“won” but because he had conceded in 
love. And that made all the difference. | 
thought of that occasion recently.when we 
were discussing the reaction of various 
church groups to Pope John Paul Il’s 
directives regarding experimentation. in 
the liturgy, religious lifestyles and so on. 


THERE IS A GREAT deal of rather 
adolescent self-assertion and rebellion in 
our opposition. to church laws and papal 
directives, | suppose. Aristotle said that 
“wicked men obey from fear; good men 
obey from love,” but | doubt it is that 
simple. 


People may obey — even church laws — 
from less than Christian motives or 


Q: Why do Catholics and Protestants 
differ concerning the number of sacra- 
ments? 

A: During the church's first millenium it 
was recognized that some of the rites were 
of more importance than others because 
they dealt with the solemn moments of 
life: birth, marriage, first conversion, 
-death and so forth. 

~~ Gradually the surrounding rites took on 
special meaning because they “in a 
special way carried with them a contact 
with Christ and his life and which dealt 
with critical times in Boake lives” of 
Christians.” 


The theologian who more or less 
brought things together-in a “scientific” 
way was Peter Lombard (c. 1150) who 
formulated the list of sacraments as 
seven. Theologians generally accepted 
this and there was no real disagreement 
until the time of the Protestant 
Reformation. 


The Protestants retained only baptism 
and the Eucharist as sacraments because 
these are (a) the focal sacraments of the 
Christian life and (b) found ooo inthe 
Bible.

entertain a visitor, took from a poor man 
“one little ewe lamb,” all that he had. That 
lamb the rich man slaughtered rather than 
one from his own abundant flocks. 


On hearing this, David became angry 
and said the man deserved to die for such 
injustice. It was then that Nathan pointed 
the finger and identified David himself as 
the guilty one. For he had taken the wife of 
one of his soldiers, committed adultery 
with her, and then compounded his crime 
by having the soldier placed in the thick of 
a battle where he was sure to die and did. 


We can fully understand Nathan's’ 
righteous indignation. And we can fully 
understand the Lord’s decision to. bring 
evil Upon David out of his own house. What 
would happen to David would be, in a 
sense, the fruit of his own misdeeds. That 
would be punishment enough. 


BUT NOTICE THE FINAL verse. David 
confesses his sin against the Lord, and 
immediately Nathan pronounces the 
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disobey on the very highest of principles. 
Vanity and the wish to stand out from the 


crowd may motivate our vociferous * 


obedience as well as our equally vocal 
disobedience. 

But, whatever it is that prompts us, there 
remains the obligation of willing 
obedience in love to demands that may 
seem unreasonable. 


THERE IS NOTHING reasonable about 


.the obedience to the Word of God that is 


the vocation of all Christians. Itis good, but 


not reasonable, for instance, to love one’s. 


enemies and do good to those who hate 


’ one. Often what God asks of us seems 
highly unreasonable and only time and 


experience will prove its validity. 


We can allow the apparent un- 
reasonableness of rules and directives 
that govern us to affect us adversely and 
threaten our peace of mind and physical 
comfort so that we are driven-to challenge 
and contest them. Or ignore them. Or we 
can react in loving obedience.. 


Love makes the difference. In love all

kinds of concession, all kinds. of 


- acceptance, all kinds of submission are 


possible and totally unthreatening.- 
Without it, there is only room for 
coercion — of your views over me, or mine 
over you. 


We often think of obedience as negative 
and passive and disobedience as active 
and dynamic. Perhaps that is because 
disobedience exacts a noticeable. toll, 
particularly on the emotions. 


AND IT IS TRUE, obedience can be 
passive. But thoughtful, loving concession 
is an act of active, positive and self- 
fulfilling obedience — an act of love, an act 
of will. 


Obedience is as free an act as its 
opposite—even more so, because in 
disobedience we are often bound by 


. prejudice or driven by anger or arrogance 


and so are not free agents. 


And always, as Christians we can look to 
Christ and see in him an obedience that 
went beyond death and brought himto the 
most complete freedom possible in the 
human condition.

divine forgiveness. It is as though, all 
through the prophet’s harangue against 
the king, the Lord was just waiting for a 
sign of repentance. When it was given, the 
response was already there. Forgiveness! 


The reason for this, of course, is that 
God is a merciful God, kind and forgiving. 
He never wills the death of a sinner. If “his 
mercy endures forever,” as the psalmist 
repeats endlessly (Psalm 136), then itcan 
never fail. Nor did it fail here. Because of 
this conviction, we are right in repeating 
that to forgive is’ divine. 


~The Gospel reading takes us a bit more 
deeply into the mystery of divine 


forgiveness. Our interpretation involves a. 


reading of the Greek text that is different 
from that of the New American Bible. But 
the reading is fully justified.

San Bernardino diocese probes punishment charges 


SAN BERNARDINO (NC) —The San Bernardino diocese 
has appointed a six-member review board to investigate 
charges by parents that pupils at a Catholic school in Indio 
were subjected to excessively harsh punishments. 


Bishop Phillip F. Straling of San Bernardino said he 
would not comment on the affair until the review board 
reports to the diocesan school board. 


THE REVIEW board’s first meeting was scheduled for 
June 9. There was no deadline for the completion of its 
investigation. It consists of a priest who is one of the 
diocesan deans, two nuns, two members of the faculty of 


. the Indio public high school and an attorney. 


Parents of 12 children attending Our Lady of Perpetual 
Help parochial school in Indio .accused Sister Ann 
Maureen Sellmeyer of the School Sisters of Notre Dame 
and four of the nine teachers at the 330-pupil school of 
using punishments “right out of the Middle Ages.” © 


The parents alleged that teachers tied unruly children to 
desks, sealed their lips with adhesive tape, stood them 
outside in 100-degree heat, confined them to a 
windowless supply room known as “the hole,” and forced 
them to crouch on all fours with their backs arched in the 
“Spiderman position” for long periods. 


SISTER SELLMEYER, 41, refused to discuss specific 
allegations but denied that teachers mistreated pupils.
